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Grid chiefs 
sorry after 
claim over 
bailiffs 

NATIONAL Grid bosses 
have apologised if bailiffs 
hired by the firm caused 
“upset or distress” to 
landowners living along the 
proposed route of a power 
line through the Vyrnwy 
Valley. 

And they say they have 
now reviewed how they are 
carrying out the process of 
getting access to land. 

Wales First Minister Car- 
wyn Jones has promised an 
investigation after com¬ 
plaints that residents on the 
planned route had been ver¬ 
bally abused by bailiffs deliv¬ 
ering land access notices. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies, Welsh Assem¬ 
bly Member Russell George 
and Llansantffraid Commu¬ 
nity Council have all voiced 
concerns after complaints of 
abuse from residents. 

Jeremy Lee, project man¬ 
ager for National Grid, said: 
“Our first aim is always to 
work with landowners to 
request access voluntarily 
and many people have 
agreed this, which we’re 
very grateful for. 

“We recognise that people 
are concerned about the pro¬ 
posals and don’t want them 
to go ahead, but it’s impor¬ 
tant we complete all of the 
necessary assessments if 
we’re to develop the connec¬ 
tion as sensitively to the 
local area as possible. 

“We’ve given landowners 
several opportunities to con¬ 
firm details of their owner¬ 
ship and agree access. 

“For those who haven’t, 
we are now having to use 
our statutory rights to seek 
access.” 

Mayor leads 
the parade 

WELSHPOOL’S re-elected 
mayor, Councillor John 
Meredith, will hold his 
annual parade through the 
town on Sunday. 

The parade will leave 
Park Lane at 10.45am on 
the way to the annual serv¬ 
ice at St Mary’s Church and 
will be followed by a recep¬ 
tion in the Town Hall.

£3.9m PLAN FOR 
NIUE END UNVEIIED 


A £3.9 million plan to improve one of the 
area’s busiest roundabouts will open up land 
earmarked for a new suburban village for 
Oswestry. 

The Highways Agency scheme, which should be com¬ 
pleted next year, will give a major boost to the market town 
and create a new exit leading onto land designated as the 
Oswestry Eastern Gateway project. 

As well as housing and community land, the gateway will 
open the way to land set aside to create employment. 

Oswestry Mayor, Councillor Chris Schofield, said it was 


fantastic news for Oswestry. 

“I am delighted at the 
recent news of the invest¬ 
ment to be made by the 
Highways Agency in Mile 
End,” he said. 

“This will help create 60 
hectares of land for business 
use which, in turn, could 
create some 1,800 jobs.” 

The Mile End roundabout 
scheme is part of a £26 mil¬ 
lion West Midlands High¬ 
ways Agency plan to ease 
bottlenecks in the region 
and keep traffic moving. 

Busiest 

Two trunk roads, the A5 
and the A483, converge at 
the roundabout, tradition¬ 
ally recognised as the third 
busiest in Shropshire. 

Improvement work at the 
Mile End roundabout will 
involve increasing the size 
of the existing roundabout 
to improve capacity and 
safety. The projects have 
been developed with local 
enterprise partnerships and 
local authorities to promote 
economic growth. 

As in Oswestry and the 
eastern gateway site they 
will improve access to 
nearby development areas 
such as enterprise zones and 
locally designated areas, as 
well as to international and 
national gateways. 

Roads Minister Stephen 
Hammond said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment is committed to 
cutting congestion and 
accelerating growth and 
these schemes also have the 
potential to help create 
more than 94,000 jobs and

61,000 homes, while making 
life easier for the thousands 
of motorists and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

The Eastern sustainable 
urban extension, has been 
put forward by Shropshire 
Council for development in 
its blueprint for future plan¬ 
ning up to 2026, the draft 
SAMdev development plan. 

The council says it would 
like to see the extension 
built in phases, including 
750 new homes. 

Oswestry’s new KFC 
restaurant opened at the 
roundabout last Friday, cre¬ 
ating 45 jobs for the town.

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Father and son found guilty 
of violent attack on man

A FATHER and son who left a man for dead after a violent street 
attack have been found guilty of intending to cause grievous bodily 
harm. 

Wayne Edwin Price, 45, and Thomas Gavin Price, 23, both of Lime Grove in Oswestry, 
were unanimously convicted by a jury of 11 at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

The panel sat through sickening CCTV footage of the pair punching, kicking and stamp¬ 
ing on Mark Price, who is no relation, as he lay on the ground. 

They left him bloodied and unconscious outside the TopShop in Laburnum Drive, 

Oswestry, on April 19 last year. 

When police caught up with Thomas 
Price, he asked an officer: “Is he dead?” 

The pair had admitted causing actual 
bodily harm but denied intending to cause 
grievous bodily harm throughout their two 
day trial. 

“You were using a high level of disgusting 
violence with one intention, to really hurt 
Mark Price,” said Mr Kevin Jones prosecut¬ 
ing. 

The jury was shown pictures of the vic¬ 
tim’s swollen, bleeding face taken by police 
on the day of the attack. 

He suffered swelling and bruising to the 
right side of his cheek and lips and his nose 
was bleeding. 

Aggressive 

“It was only by luck that his injuries were 
not serious,” said Mr Jones. 

The video showed Wayne Price falling 
backwards more than once from the force of 
his kicks. The last one was so hard, but 
luckily missed, it took you off your feet,” 
said Mr Jones. 

“You lost your balance because you were 
giving him all you had,” he added. 

Mark Price described Thomas Price com¬ 
ing towards him in an aggressive manner. 

“I carried on walking backwards and 
slipped down a kerb,” he said. 

“As I was getting up I was punched to the 
face, taken in a headlock then carried on 
getting punched around the head.” 

During the scuffle he said he saw Wayne 
Price, adding: “He joined in the assault and 
started attacking me. 

“I just went to the floor and then I just 
remember being kicked around the head. 

“I had no chance to defend myself. I 
remember waking up in an ambulance.” 

Mr Jones said: “Both of them kicked him 
once at the end and the prosecution says 
this is to make sure he didn’t get up.” 

The tape showed Mark Price lying 
motionless on the ground for three minutes. 

The pair await sentencing at a date to be 
fixed. 


-elected 
councillor quits 

A RESTAURANT owner has decided to 
stand down from Oswestry Town Council 
just weeks after being elected. 

George Miah, who runs the Simla Indian 
restaurant on Beatrice Street, was one of 
three candidates returned unopposed for 
Cabin Lane ward at the local authority elec¬ 
tions earlier this month. But Mr Miah said 
he has had to reluctantly resign because of 
business and health reasons. 

He said his restaurant’s opening hours 
clashed with council meetings. 

Mr Miah said: “They had a meeting on 
Monday and I could not go because we had 
two parties at the restaurant. I missed a 
meeting on Wednesday again because of the 
restaurant. I put my name forward as a can¬ 
didate because I wanted to serve the com¬ 
munity. Pve realised that if I keep missing 
meetings, I’ll not be serving the community. 

“The hours we work at the restaurant 
involve evening work and with council meet¬ 
ings running normally from about 7pm to 
9pm it’s not possible for me to give it my all. 
If I can’t give it my all, I need to step down.” 

He said he was also suffering from ill 
health and had been advised by doctors to 
slow down. Council bosses said they would 
advertise the vacancy next week.

THE proposed regeneration of a drug-plagued Oswestry housing 
estate could reveal important features of the town’s medieval past, 
archaeological experts say. 

Plans have been lodged for the demolition of the Swan Lane flats after council bosses 
agreed that the area’s reputation for anti-social problems was making it difficult to rent 
out the properties. 

Applicant Shropshire Towns and Rural Housing wants to knock the 48 flats in Swan 
Lane down and replace them with 19 houses, 12 of which will be socially rented homes.

Housing plans 
for future to 
be discussed 


FUTURE housing plans for villages around 
Oswestry will be discussed at a public meet¬ 
ing next month. 

Talks will be held on Shropshire Council’s 
far-reaching SAMDev development propos¬ 
als at the next meeting of St Oswald and 
Llanymynech local joint committee. 

The committee covers several parishes 
including Oswestry Rural, Llanyblodwel, 
Llanymynech and Pant, Melverley, Kinner- 
ley and Knockin. 

Council chiefs are encouraging villagers 
to attend the talks to have their say on how 
their communities develop under the 
SAMDev plans which will govern develop¬ 
ment in Shropshire in the future. 

The meeting will be held at Llanymynech 
Village Hall, starting at 7pm, on June 11. 

As well as having a dedicated budget to 
spend on local community projects, the local 
joint committee offers an opportunity for 
people to raise issues that matter to them 
and their area. 

The committee has an annual budget of 
£15,500 to spend on community projects. 

The meeting will involve an update on the 
consultations over proposed sites for build¬ 
ing developments. 

Shropshire Councillor Arthur Walpole, 
chairman of the committee said: “These 
meetings provide a chance for people to tell 
councillors their views on local issues and 
services and to allow us to use our budget to 
benefit the local community. There are some 
key items suggested for our next meeting 
which will be of interest to this area.” 


Shropshire Council archaeologists have 
been asked for their view on the plans and 
they say care must be taken on how the 
regeneration is carried out because the area 
was once part of Oswestry’s historic 
medieval core. 

In a report lodged with Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, the archaeologists say: “Documentary 
sources indicate a group of tenement plots 
on the north-western side of Beatrice 
Street, beyond the 13th century town walls 
and Beatrice Gate, by the end of the 14th 
century. 

Disturbance 

“In the 16th century, John Leland 
recorded this area as one of Oswestry’s four 
suburbs. 

“The construction of the existing build¬ 
ings on the proposed development site in 
the 20th century will have caused a signifi¬ 
cant amount of disturbance and truncation. 

“However, it is possible that archaeologi¬ 
cal features and deposits relating to the 
medieval and later development of the town 
survive in the less-heavily impacted parts of 
the site. 

“For this reason, and based on current 
evidence, it is deemed to have low-moderate 
archaeological potential.” 

The archaeologists recommend that a 
programme of archaeological work, to com¬ 
prise an archaeological watching brief dur¬ 
ing the latter stages of the demolition works 
and all ground works for the new dwellings, 
be made a condition of any planning permis¬ 
sion for the proposed development. 

The Swan Lane plans are currently out 
for public consultation and a decision is 
likely to be made on the proposal by July 22.

A FORMER bank manager has been jailed for 
10 months after stealing more than £8,000 
from the cricket club where he was treasurer 
and a bakery. 

Graham Peter Barnett used his position as treasurer of 
Oswestry’s Cae Glas Cricket Club to swindle £3,819 out of 
the club between 2005 and 2011. 

He had held the voluntary position for 37 years. 


The 66-year-old, of Hamp¬ 
ton Fields, Oswestry, also 
stole £4,743.27 from F 
Smith and Son in Oswestry 
where he worked as a deliv¬ 
ery man between 2008 and 
2011. 

Last Friday at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court Barnett, 
known as Peter, was sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 10 
months in prison. 

Judge Peter Barrie said: 
“You were dishonest in a 
sustained and calculated 
way.” 

Barnett, who used to 
work for Nat West Bank, 
admitted six counts of theft 
and three counts of false 
accounting at an earlier 
hearing. He has since repaid 
all of the money. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Barnett helped 
himself to cash from the 
cricket club’s match fees, 
shirt sales and fundraisers. 

Meanwhile, he was 
employed at F Smith and 
Son and was responsible for 
collecting money from cus¬ 
tomers but failed to bank 
thousands of pounds over a 
three year period. 

Ms Samantha Crabb, 
defending, said Barnett was 
a “pillar of the community” 
and was at a “complete loss” 
to explain why he had com¬ 
mitted the thefts.

WHAT HAPPENS TO THE BUSINESS WHEN 
CO-DIRECTORS FALL OUT? 

Q: I am a director and shareholder of a small local company. My friend and I set up the business and we each have 50% of the shares. 

Until recently everything was working well, but we have had a major disagreement and now neither of us wants to continue working with the 
other. What can we do? 

A: The first thing to look at is what the articles of association of the company say, along with whether or not you and your friend had a 
written shareholders’ agreement drawn up when you started the company. Usually a shareholders’ agreement will set out how and when 
each shareholder can offer to sell their shareholding and resign from the company, and the mechanism by which this should happen. A 
properly drafted shareholders’ agreement will set out the means by which your shares should be valued and how they are to be offered for 
sale to the other shareholders. 

In your situation, if reconciliation is not an option you both need to consider the possible closure of the business or which of you will continue 
with the business and who will sell to the other. You also need to consider how you will split the assets (such as equipment and stock), the 
profits (or losses), and other trading liabilities. These are likely to be difficult issues and may prove controversial, but it is usually possible to 
arrange a reasonably amicable split, and a carefully drafted settlement agreement should assist in recording what has been agreed. 

Company disputes such as this are often fraught with difficulties, and as a director you must be very careful to avoid breaching your fiduciary 
duties to the company. If necessary you should seek legal advice.

POLICE say they are giving top 
priority to tackling the scourge of 
street drinking in Welshpool. 

Officers said the action is being taken fol¬ 
lowing concerns raised by residents at a 
community meeting in the town in April. 

Residents, shopkeepers and council mem¬ 
bers all voiced concerns about the issue with 
members of the local Neighbourhood Polic¬ 
ing Team. 

Officers say certain areas of the town 
which have become alcohol troublespots will 
be targeted. 

People who drink will be asked to move 
on or face prosecution while police patrols 
will also be increased. 

Constable Lyndsay Sweetman said: 
“Notices have been prepared and placed in 
the key locations within Welshpool town 
that have been identified as areas fre¬ 
quented by street drinkers. 

“These include, Puzzle Square, Broad 
Street, Spar, and the Canalside. 

“Leaflets will also be distributed to any¬ 
one found drinking alcohol on the street, 
requesting they move and outlining offences 
they can be prosecuted for. 

“We will also be carrying out high visibil¬ 
ity patrols and anyone found committing 
offences will be dealt with appropriately. 

“If anyone experiences problems of anti 
social behaviour arising from street drink¬ 
ing I would urge them to contact their local 
Neighbourhood Policing Team on 101.”

Football field’s 
future secured 

A VILLAGE at the heart of the sell-off of 
land has secured its football field for the 
next 50 years. 

Llanwddyn Community Council has 
signed an initial 50-year lease for the land 
which includes the football pitch in the 
heart of the village around Lake Vyrnwy. 

Councillors say they want to develop 
sport for the local community. 

Continuing uncertainty about the future 
of the Lake Vyrnwy Estate left the recre¬ 
ation ground in jeopardy. Severn Trent, 
which owns the estate, is selling off several 
parcels of land. 

Community council chairman Councillor 
Andrew Johnson said: “The council felt it 
was important to secure the use of the land 
for the community in view of the continuing 
uncertainty surrounding the future of the 
Lake Vyrnwy Estate and are looking for¬ 
ward to working with their new landlord, 
the William Pears Group, to develop sport 
and recreation facilities in the village.” 


In total 27 new affordable homes will be 
built in the Oswestry area if planning 
approval is given. 

The building project has been made pos¬ 
sible thanks to £814,000 from the Homes 
and Communities Agency for 25 low cost 
homes for sale on a shared ownership basis 
and 37 homes for rent in Shropshire. 

Among the proposals are four homes ear¬ 
marked for land at Hammonds Place in 
Gobowen, currently used for garages. 

A design statement says: “Generally the 
neighbouring properties will not have a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in amenity by the pro¬ 
posed change. 

“In terms of housing need, Shropshire 
Homepoint has identified that within the 
Selattyn and Gobowen Parish there is a pos¬ 
itive local need for two-bed housing.” 

The statement said it was planned to 
build four two-bedroom homes arranged in 
a terrace after the garages were demolished. 

The statement adds that during a public 
consultation event to discuss the affordable 
home plans, residents were able to ask ques¬ 
tions about the plans. 

The application for West Felton would see 
three homes built on land at The Willows 
used for parking and garages. 

The plans would see one wheelchair 
accessible bungalow built alongside two 
three-bedroomed homes. 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a deci¬ 
sion on the applications by June 17.
